500,000 which the nation owes the sur- 
vivors of the Iroquois Indian tribes in 
the State and to study other local and 
Indian problems, Speaker Nixof today 
appointed a/special committee. The 
committee will visit the reservations 
during the summer and fall and re- 
port to the next Legislature. 

The large sum due to New York In- 
dians was derived from the sale of 
land in Kansas, which was given them 
in exchange for the old St. Regis re- 
servation in this State. After the ex- 
change was made, the Indians refused 
to go to Kansas and the land thers 
was sold for their benefit. It is prob- 
able that after ascertaining the views 
of the chief men among the Iroquois 
and their attorneys the committee will 
go to Washington and consult with 
the Commission on Indian affairs. 

Another subject to be investigated 
is the question of Indian citizenship.

$10,000 for her subscription copy of the 
book. Krotel said today that if it 
is possible to reach Mrs. Huntington, 
she will be asked to testify as to the 
condition under which she paid more 
money than the regular subscription 
price.

Fully One-third of Young Men Com- 
mitted Could be Reclaimed Through 


Suspended Sentence—Appeals on 
Technicalities Greatly Tend to in-

PORTLAND (or) July 19.—There 
was a large attendance at the First 
Presbyterian Church today when the 
National Conference on Charities and 
Corrections began its discussion of 
“Criminals” and the needed reforms in 
the manner of their treatment, both 
during their terms of penal servitude 


and afterward. James A. Leonard, su- 
perintendent of the Mansfield reform- 
atory, ef Ohio, read a paper entitied 
“Treatment of Young Defenders.” 

Mr. Leonard said: ‘The head of one 
large reformatory institution gives as 
his opinion that fully one-third of the 
young men committed to his inetitu- 
tion could be reclaimed through sus 
pended sentence for a period of proba- 
tien. To this end, judges should be 
given much wider discretion than they 
can exercise under the law in most 
States of the Union. Youthful first of- 
fenders—-from the age of say, 16 
found guilty of penal acts, but who, 
in the judgment of the court, are not 
of criminal bent, should not be con- 
fined, but entered upon the reforma- 
tory rolls, under suspended sentence, 
om at least a year's probation. Any 
of these found repeating criminal con- 
duct should be promptly committed to 
the’ inatitution, while those serving 
their probation in good faith should be 
discharged from the legal custedy of 
the reformatory withou’ prejudice. 

“To introduce this feature in the 
ideal refarmatory, tt will be necessary 
te obtain additional legislation, but 
experience and observation, strength- 
ened by the opinion of those long en- 
gaged in the work, leade to the belief 


‘that thie probationary feature shoul 
reform 


be added to the atory system 
without delay. 

“Tf, m addition to a wise administri- 
tion of such probationary law, al! m- 
ders charged with the prosecution an: 
custody of criminals were placed on

SWIFT PUNISHMENT THE CURE. 
Judge Oscar Hallam of St. Paul, 
Minn., delivered an address on “Need- 
ed Reforms in Criminal Procedure.” 
Judge Hallam said, in part: Te er- 
fectively prevent crime, punishment 
must be swift and sure. Some of the 
rules and practices of law should be 
modified. Probably the most prolific 
source of complaint is the importance 
given by the law to the technical forms 
of procedure in criminal! cases. Errors 
and irregularities in indictments and 
in the course of criminal trials, if they 
do not affect the substantia! right of 
the accused, should be disregarded. The 
right of appeal has been abused. Ap- 
peals on technicalities should be aboi- 
ished. Our criminal procedure should 
be overhauled, to bring it into harmony 
with the spirit and needs of the time. 
We should pay more atiention to the 
substance and less to form, but the 
rights of the accused should be sur- 
rounded by ample safeguards.

OBITUARY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 19.—Phincas 
Bronsdon, aps the most prominent 
pioneer constructing engineer the 
Coast, is dead at hia residence in this 
city. at the age of 73 years. He came 
to San Francisco in 1858, after finish- 
ing his first engineering work, the con- 
struction of the public gariens of Los- 
ton and the first horse car line ever 
overated between Boston and Charles- 
town.

CHICAGO TEAMSTERS GIVE UP 
THE LONG FIGHT. 
Decision to Run Up the White 


Flag Comes After Five Hours of 
Most Strenuous Argument and Per- 
sonal Encounters—Great Victory 
for Employers’ Association.

CHICAGO, July 19.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] After fifteen weeks of in- 
dustrial warfare, fighting the battle 
which for three years the Teamsters’ 
Union and the Employers’ Association 
of Chicago determined must be feught, 
the teamsters are ready to surrender. 

At a meeting of the joint council to- 
night the supreme body of the loca! 
organization determined that the strike 
must end, and recommended to all - 
cal unions involved in the conflict that 
they immediately take a referendum 
vote on the question of calling off the 


fight. This vote will be taken tomor- 
row ahd will undoubtedly end the long 
struggle. 


The decision to recommend surrender 
came after five hours of the most stren- 
uous argument and personal encounters 
between excited delegates and was pre- 
cipitated because of the refusal of the 
commission wagon drivers, van team- 
sters, truck drivers and baggage and 
parcel-delivery drivers, 70% men in all, 
to strike. 


Truck Drivers’ Strike Averted.

CASTRO AFTER CABLE COMPANY. 


President of Venezuela Sues French- 

men for Alleged Participation in

a Herald Jispatch from Caracas, insti- 
tuted proceedings against the French 
Cable Company for damages incurred 
by the government for the cable 
company's alleged participation in the 
Matos revolution.

AGAINST RATE CUTTERS.

Have Taken Ticket Representation 
Away from Local Broker Accused of 
Splitting Hise Commissione—Will 
Extend Membership to All Southern 
California Ports. 


For the purpose of eliminating scalp- 
ing ticket brokers from the business, 
the Southern California Steamship 
Agents’ Association has just been or- 
ganized. — 

The charter membership is fourteen, 
N. P. Martin, district passenger agent 
of the Southern Pacific, being the 
chairman, and George F. Detrick, sec- 
retary and manager of the Hugh B. 
Rice Company, secretary. It is the in- 
tention to enlarge the scope of the or- 
ganization and extend the membership 
to include all steamer ticket agencies 
ir Southern California. This would 
take in San Diego, San Pedro, Re- 
dondo and Port Los Angeles. 

Although but newly organised, this 
arsociation has lost no time in getting 
down to business, and already has suc- 
ceeded in having practically all his 
ticket representations taken from a lo- 
cal scalper, who had grievously offend- 
ed the association by his rate cutting. 

The steamer-ticket business in Los 
Angeles is handled strictly on a com- 
mission basis, and the commissions on 
an around-the-world ticket frequently 
exceed $100. It has been the practice 
among certain ticket brokers in a keen 
hustle for the business to knock off a 
considerable portion of their commis- 
sions for the purpose of booking an 
especially desirable party. And it is 
with the object of putting these brok- 
ers out of business that the association 
is formed.

The prospect is that the City Council 
will soon be offered a valuable site for 
a new City Hall, free of cost to the 
taxpayers. 
Through the enterprise of men inter- 
ested in the northern part of the down- 
town district, and the expenditure of 
much personal effort and money, the 
city may have a beautiful group of 
public buildings in one locality—a plan 
which has been adopted with fine ar- 
chitectural effect in many eastern 
cities—and that the County Courthouse, 
the Federal building and the new City 
Hall will form a cluster which will be- 
come one of the famous rallying points 
in the city. 
Efforts of north-end citizens has re- 
sulted in securing an option on a tract 
of land immediately north of the Fed- 
eral building site at the northwest cor- 
ner of Temple and Main streets. 

THE PROPOSED SITE. 
This option covers a fromtage of 180 
feet on North Main street, and has a 
depth of 190 feet, running through to 
New High, with a frontage similar to 
the Main-street line on this latter 
street. It is possible that even this of- 
fer may be. enlarged and that the 
frontage may be a full 300 feet on 
North Main before the formal offer is 
made to the City Council. 
This plan would provide space for 
the erection of a public city building 
sufficient in size to house all depart- 
ments of the municipal machinery. It 
would allow placing the City Jall and 
Receiving Hospital in the basement; 
with a commodious floor for the City 
Library. It would assemble all the 
outside offices, and would not ontv fa- 
cilitate the transaction of the city 
business, but would be of great value 
to citizens who also have dealings 
with the postoffice and the Courthouse, 
as all of these buildings would be 
within a few steps of each other. 
This enterprise wil) cost something, 
do you say? Of course, but have you 
thought of the amounts paid by the 
city every month under the present 
régime for office rentals in outside 
buildings, because the City Hall is full 
and running over? 
THE PRESENT WASTE.

The dissensions in the Fidelity Sav- 
have reached a crisis, and the stock- 


of some of ite significance by a tem- 
porary restraining order issued yestcr- 
day by Judge Wiibur. By virtue of this 
order certain blocks of stock will not 
be voted at the meetne. 

The order was made in the suit be- 
gun by C. C. Boynton against the Fi- 
deity Savings and Loan Association 
and certain of the directors. For five 
years last past and up to last Mon- 
day he wag president of the organ- 
ization, but at that time had to make 
way for B. J. Christopher. The sum 
total of Boynton's complaint is that by 
conspiracy on the part of certain of 
the directors a plan was carefully laid 
to capture control of the association at 
the meeting called for today. The de- 
tails of this so-called conspiracy are 
— at length. 

Prior to July § last there were out- 
standing only 15,000 shares of the 
tal stock, and this amount was 
tributed among stoekhoiders in Califor- 
nia, Arizona and other States. Last 
June W. C. Crook was elected secretary 
and the plaintiff president, to continue 
in office until July 17, and on July 3 
it ia averred by Boynton that he ad- 
dressed a call to Crook for a meeting 
of the stockholders to elect a new 
board of directors. The sec re-

ALESSANDRO. 


IRRIGATION DISTRICT PASSES IN 
RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


— 


Judicial Act Marks the Abandon- 
ment of Ore of the Most Fertile 
Tracts in Southern California as an 
Artificially-watered Territory—The 
Land te be Again Devoted to Grain. 


RIVERSIDE, July 19.—Judge Oster, 
presiding in the Riverside county Su- 
perior Court, this morning, signed a 
decree which wiped out the Alessandro 
Irrigation District. This act marked 
the abandonment of one of the most 
fertile tracts of land in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 

The district was organized to irrigate 
the Moreno Valley tn Riverside county, 
comprising 25,000 acres or more of level, 
rich land. A system of steel pipe, ce- 
ment canals and @itches was con- 
structed at a cost of several hundred 
thousand dollars, and a contract was 
made with the Bear Valley Company 
to furnish water. For several years this 
was done, and thrifty orange groves 
and a toon with imposicg brick blocks 
resulted. 

Prospects were bright for one of the 
best colonies in Southern California, 
but in an evil day the water supply 
dwindled and finally stopped. It was 
found that Redlands ha4 a prior claim 
to the Bear Valley water, and that the 
district organized at so great a cost 
could only get water after Redlands 
had gotten all that it wanted. As a 
matter of fact, Redlands took all there 
was and then occasionaliy ran short. 

In their desperafion the Moreno set 
tlers attempted to get another water 
supply. Wells were sunk and attempts 
were made to purchase water from 
other localities. Occasional runs were 
turchased from Mill Creek and the 
water was turned into the elaborate 
pipe system, but even this barely suf- 
ficed to keep the trees going. ere 
was once a town with prosperous busi- 
ness enterprises and two newspapers, 
now only a single family remains. The 
houses have been moved to other more 
favored sections, the dead fruit trees 
converted into wood and the land is 
again being used for grain. The set- 
tlers have scattered and now the dis 
trict is decreed to be a thing of history 


only. 
COUNTY ASSESSMENT.

263,911 orange trees in Riverside coun- 
ty. Other varieties are represented as 
follows: Lemons, 125,053; apples, 14, - 
804; almonds, 13,934; pears, 14,724:

574; cherries, 1314; olives, 6586: al- 
monds, 13,234. 

The area planted to grain was as 
follows: On March 1, when the assess- 
ment was made: Wheat, 441,500 acres; 
barley, 74,316 acres; oats, 5853 acres: 
hay, 4173 acres; corn, 174 acres.

Government Sets Prices for Pasturage 
of Stock on Forest Reserves Af- 
ter This Year. 
Owners of stock that heretofore has 
been permitted to graze on United 
States forest reserves must pay for the 
privilege after the close of the present 


year. 

Advices have been received at the 
office of Acting Forest Supervisor 
Chariton, instructing him to charge for 
stock grazing on and after January 1. 
19066. The rule applies to all classes 
of live stock, including cattle, horses,

FIGHT. FOR LAND.

AN PEDRO, July 19.—The rivalry 

between San Pedro and Long Beach 

for the annexation of East San 
Pedro and a part of Terminal Island is 
becoming spirited. Both cities have 
called an election for annexation, Long 
Beach for August 16, and San Pedro for 
August 30. 

At last night's session of the Board 
of City Trustees City Attorney Karr 
was instructed to bring a suit in the 
Superior Court to enjoin the city of 

Beach from holding an election 
on August 16, on the ground that the 
petition presented on July li, by the 


electors to the Board of Trustees of 
San Pedro confers jurisdiction on this 
city.

San Pedro and the territory lying on 
the east side of the inner harbor as its 
own and will not relinquish it without 
a fierce struggle.
